1. Claims 1-5, 12, 18-21, and 23 were canceled Pending claims are 6-1 1, 13-17, 22, and 
24-25 for examination.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-11, 13-17, 22, and 24-25 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 6, the closest prior art of records issued to Freimann fails to teach or 
suggest a single data structure per segment of the EIT data, each segment data structure 
comprising a start time for each segment, a number of events within each segment, and an 
event instance table pointer, wherein the event instance table pointer points to an event 
instance table, wherein each event instance table further comprising an event instance data 
structure for each event in a segment, storing unique information for a particular instance of each 
event and an event data structure pointer, and the event data structure storing common 
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information for miiltiple instances of the same event, and similar in its corresponding method 
of claim 1 Iwith further steps of extracting, conryaring, matching, and storing in the event data 
structure and the event instance table; and further in claim 22 for a set top box comprising the 
data architecture above.
